Heretofore tho owner of a hundred or a thou- 
sand ilovoa bondlod the proceeds of his crops 
himaolf, caring little for tho men upon whoso 
woAlth ho rioted, but now that there are no 
slaves, and that all ore equal, tho great labof' 
ing claases need money as much as their former 
masters. In Virginia, in 1881, there were ton 
millions of circulation, baaed entirely upon tho 
white population. Now Virginia baa not 
much more than ona million of circulation, 
and ia compelled to dopond upon tho notes of 
tbe national banks of oilier atales. Uo insists 
that there ii an imperativo neoosslty for nn 
increase or mora , equal distribution of tho 
oncrency in the Soatbern States. 



A Bill Eulitled an Ordinauce in aid 
of Ccrlaiii By-Laws under the "Vic- 
toiia iUuuicipal Ordinance) 1867." 

Wherkas by Iho 'Victoria Municipal Of 
dinance, I8C7,' ihe Municipal Cuaacll of Ihe 
Oity of Vioioria is empowered amongst other 
Iho By-Laws mentioood !u Section S4 ol the 
said Ordioanoe; to make various By-Laws 
lor the reinlallbn, health, good government, 
anil oonveoienea ol the said City ; but tho 
cotii ol carrying out Iho same roapeotively, 
ought not 10 fiill on the General Kites, but 
on particular poriiona o( property aHeoted by 
tho reapuctivo By>.Law8 ; 

And wberfaa, the said Municipal Conncil 
has no euHicient power under the now 
existing Ordinance lo make speoifio Kates in 
respect of.suoh-Bpocifio objects, and is, there 
fore, unable by reason tnereol to carry into 
oScol the said Ordinance, and tbe aaid By- 
Laws therein in that behalf contained ; 

And whereas, it ia advisable lor such pur- 
pose to give additional power to tho soid 
LMuoiolpal Council ; 

Bo it therefore enacted by the Governor 
of British Columbia, with tbe advice and 
oonaeni of the Legislative Oonooil (hereof, as 
follows : 

I. When any By-Law referred to in th 
'Victoria Municipal Ordinance, 1867,' shall 
have been duly passed .ind allowed, as in tbe 
said Ordinnnco prescribed, ond such By-Law 
shall require aa expenditure of money to 
carry the same into cOeot, it shall be lawful 
lor the aaid Muoiolpal CouQcil, and tbe.said 
LMunioipal Council is hereby anthtiitzsd and 
empowered, to raipe from lima to lime, in 
manner horeafler provided, such sum or 
sums of money aa ahull bo doomed uacoaaary 
lo unable tliu aaid Municipal Conncil to carry 
Huoh By-Laws into efiect, or to perlorin in 
purl thu object of such By-Law, or to defray 
ur meet the expenses attending the sama or 
conecquent thereon. 

II. Immediately after tho amount required 
for any euoh purpu^o as aforesaid shall havo 
boon ascertained, iho said Munioipul Council 
shall, from limo lo llLno, levy and assess on 
the Owncrd ol the Roal Estale, Bufficient to 
raise the amount tequiied for the purposes 
aloresaid, and shall at the same lime fix a 
speoifio day and place for the payment of the 
Kate or Rates. 

HI. Every Rata imposed under the anther 
ity of this Ordinance shull be paid by Ihe 
Owner of iho land in respeot of wbioh or of 
Iho improvements thereon Ibo Assessment 
uhiill have been made, atd when paid, tbe 
amount so paid with interest thereon at tbe 
rate ol Eighteen per centum per annnm shall, 
whenever tho Assessment shall have been 
made in respect of property bold under 
lease from him, or in respect of improve* 
ments which were not at the limo of Assesa- 
ini'iit owned by him, bo recoverable by him 
Irom tho LeaEeo, cr the Owner, ot Occupier 
of the property assessed, by distress, orotber- 
<vise, in like manner as if tbe amonnt due 
were owing to him from aucb person lor rent 
in arrear In respect of snob pioparty, 

IV. So soon as cocvoniontly may be, after 
uch Assessment baa been made, and a time 
ppuioied tor payment of the Rate tbereia 

monlioned. the aaid iMunicipal Council shall 
oaa30 a ooliue th'TCol to be published in tbe 
Uooemmenl Gazette, or oea or more news- 
pupcrs published or cironlatiDg in tbe said 
City ; and shall also oauBO a notioe thereof to

dlato 09 uloroFaid, and such last mentioned 
notice shall britfly refer to tho ByiLaw under 
Iho auibority of which such expanses as 
aforesuid shall have been incurred, the works 
executed, or aervicea performed, and tbe 
amount of Ibe Bate ; and in such last mens 
liooed notice sbali ^ be stated^ lo a tabular 
form, the number of Ihe 'fown Lot,' or other 
neceesary description ol the land, or other 
property aesesaed, tbe value of the Real Es- 
tate, and tlie naiount of tho Assessment ia 
respect of each Lot or other piece ol land or 
property assessed. 

V. If juoh Tax or Rata be not paid with- 
in One Calendar Month after the specific 
day so fixed lor such payment as aforesaid, 
interest af:er the rate of TcreotyMfonr per 
liuntum per annum, oo the amonnt so due in 
each ca3Q, shall attach and be payable from 
0\c d;\y ol dolanli, that is to say, from the 
day of the expiration ol euoh Calendar Month 
until Buoh Rita or Tax and interest, and the 
onata thereon, including the cost of Regis'- 
tration (if any) and interest ahajl have 
beeo fully paid off or satisfied, and until so 
paid off or aatisfied shall be a primary lica on 
the land in respect of which, or ot tbe im- 
provements thereon, the Rata or Tax shall 
have been imposed, and to aeoure end enenre 
ttie due paymunt thereof.

, Uudson ' Bay' Territory. 

We copy lbs following from the London 
Daily Newi of tbo IGth Deo. It is doubtless 
true, aa therein stated, that the change of 
government in Britain will delay the settle- 
ment of the Hudson's Bay Territory qu->s> 
tioo, but we do not anticipate that. It will 
have aoy injurious influence- on tbe final 
terms of nrrangeraont ; 

■It seems probable iihat if Mr Disroeli 
and his colleagues hod postponed their re- 
signation till alter tbe new House of Gom« 
mons formally declared its want of confidence 
in tbem, tho public might have been informed 
that a settlement was effected between tbe 
Government of Canada and tbe Hudson's Bay 
Company. As the public ia aware, negoti- 
ations have beeo on fool during the past few 
weeks having for their object the termination 
of a long and bitter controversy which that 
Company has had witb the Canadian people. 
The change of Ministry, prior to the final ar> 
rangemeots being ponoluded, must lead to a 
recoDsideralion ol.'ibe points at istue. While 
many jost oo'tnplal'ol'a may be made at the 
delays thus occasioned, it ia but fair to re- 
member Ibe advantages gained when a mat- 
ter ol Imperial importance baa been duly 
considered by tbo oliicial rcpreseoiatires of 
our two great parties. 

' How to reconcile the national demands of 
tho Oansdians on tha one band with tbe ez- 
peotationi of the shareholders in tbo Uudson 
Bay Company on tbe otbar. Is a problam 
which it ii fa; more easy to stats than to solve. 
For many years back the Company baa been 
to Canadians wbat a hobgobliu.is to children, 
scaring. tbem from. tba .possesaions they aci 
count their owhjbut hesitate to' occupy. Since 
tbe Ooofe'doration of tbo aevcral Provinces, 
tbo occupation of the Western territories by 
tbo Oonornl Parliament is a burden not lesa 
grevioui than was tbe Old Man of the Soa to 
Siabad. Tbey allege that their destiny jg 
marred becauas a graad Held for the display 
of their energlei is closed against tbem. West- 
ward thoy would follow the track of Empire, 
but the mooopol/ of the Iludioo Bay Company 
is tha bar to their progress. The mors im- 
agiaative and ambitious spirits among tbem 
wiib that tha Dominion of Canada should bo 
bounded by tbe North Polo, the Atlantic and 
tbe Pacifiu Oceans, and chafe at tbe barrier 
raised up against tbem in two direotions by' a 
tjading company which stands on its alleged 
ancient rights without proving by its action 
that it Is prepared to spread abroad tbe ben- 
efits of civiliz*tion over its territory. That 
tbo most feriila land in tbe world should bo 
the breeding place of wild animals merely be- 
oaosa Oharles II. granted a Charter iu 1670 to 
« a«a«p«n7 nf I A-dvnnturers ' Is, tbey say, 
contrary alike to sound policy ana uuiumoa 
sense. In order to put an end to thia state of 
things, two members of the Oanodian Uo vern 
ment, Sir Geo K Oartier and tbe Hon lir .Uaci 
dougall, who were empowered to come to ao 
underslaodidg on tbe subject, recently arrived 
bera and stated their case in the proper quar- 
ters. We believe that the Duke of Bucklng>. 
bora seat tbe ultimatnm of tho late Government 
to tbe Diractori of tbo Uudsoo Bay Company 
shortly before leaving offioe. As he ceased to 
be Secretary for the Colonies, and as the Gov- 
ernor of the Company has now . beeoms- Lord 
Privy Seal; bajliK tbcrsby prsoladedTrom coo- 
tinuiug bis eonneotion with the (Company, tbe 
whole case muit SKaia be reviewed froiii tbe 
beginniog before the'MIn!stry''of Ur Gladstone 
arrivei at a decision. 

It is ebvioua that tbe Ilodson Bay ahareholdi 
era are neither disposed to part with their priv- 
ileges without proper oompenaation, nor to ac- 
cept the interprstatioQ put upon tboir claims 
by many peraons in Canada and elsewbcrei 
Tbey naturally consider themselves entitled to 
make a handsome profit by whatever transac- 
tion ia entered into by the representatives. 
With tbem the question at issue is simply a pei 
cuniary one. Let tbem be (fell paid, and thoy 
will be salisfiad. In general terms, no one 
can be disposed to quarrel' wllh^itbii notion. 
The difficulty, how«,feri f:ODSiita Of , fixing npon 
« standard of remuaarsitioa'jwhiobl all parties 
would deem equitable. 'vAs' a'-rnle, every 
shareholder Is more or Uss another Ainascbar. 
He dreams of golden returns as tbe resnlt of 
his small investment. Not nnfrequaatly, in 
the ecslacy caused by his vision, be irretrieva- 
bly damages bis prospects by a rash step. 
Such may bo the fate of tbe Hudson Bay 
shareholders sbonld tbey be too exacting in 
their demands. If tbe control of Canada over 
their property be to tbem a mere monetary 
question, to tbo Canadians it is •mpbatically 
» matter of grove public policy. 

■ That the colonization of a fertile tract of 
territory should be aCTeeted, and that a settled 
goreroment should bare authority in thai ter- 
ritory, are to tbem objects of paramount 
importance. It is the attainment of these 
ends lU&t the government mast aim at. Let 
existing rights be scrupulously respected, and 
vested inierests receive adequate considera- 
tion. But 1st it also be remombored thai rich 
land, whereon at least thirty millions of peo- 
ple can aetlle and live in comfort, will not 
long remain shut ngainst those who would 
make their homes there. To keep the ques- 
tion open ii to make tbe final solution tbe
